Frery ten or eleven vears, acconding to
the reconds, the American continent has suf-
fered from o seourze of this dread malady,
shd Pittshure has always had her share of
it The lamt epidemic was in 1881 Ten
veare before that the worst general epi-
demic of the disease on record ocenrred. In
1870 the Legislature passed the firat regis-
tration aot in this Suate, compelling a re-
port nforﬂr}' case of contagious disease, and
there are complete vecords of such diseases
for the vears suceceding, but not prior to
that time in this eity.

In 1571, when smallpox swept the eountry
from ocean 1o ocean, with a popull.unn of
95, 000 Pittsbure had a total of over 1,300
cases, and 471 were futul,  Few other cities
guffored so greatly. A temporary city hos-
pitnl wns erceted and 116 patients were
treated there, of whom 28 died, the other
being treated at their homes or the
other hospitals.  In 1872 the disease contin-
ved for a few months, there being 19 deaths
recorded, but for the sucreding eight vears
there was only an average of about four

KO0 IYPHOID FEVER EPIDEMIC

Dr, Linderman Asked to Explain That
Story From Homewooil.

Buperintendens McKelvay, of the Burean
of Honlth, has written a letter to Dr. Linder-
man, of Homewood, asking an explanation
of a statement credited to him that there
was 4 typhoid fever epldemic in that local-
ity and that he had 23 ocases under his
charge. The latter reminds the doctor that
thn records of the Health office show only
two cases reported from him within mora
than six weeks, whereas the law explicitly
requires that every physfcian munst report
each case of that or any other form of con-
tagious disease as soon us it comes under
his notice.

“I don't beliove there nve 23 cnses of
typhoid fever in the eity,"” suid Mr,McKolvoy
Inst evening, “and Dr. Linderman has either
been misrepresented or he has decelved us,
Knowing him as I do 1 don't believe he
would place bimself in that position before
the Inw, but if he bas he will be prosecuted.
Dr. Linderman is one of onr stafl physicians
mnd bas alwavs been an exceptionally cave-
ful man ia bis doty,

“As tothe Homewond district, it is healthy;
the whole eity is healthiy. but Homewood 1s
not sewared ns well ns other sections. There
wis one fionss out there in which there were
five cares of typhold fever and one death.
Our ins‘r-em.nr found an almndoned eistern
containinz a dead eat, in the cellay of the
house, whilch lind eaused the disease. Ty-
piwid fever can nearly always be traced toa
source, and when thers are two or moro
cnses in one hounso, the source ia usually
found in some deeuyed vegetable or orzanic
matter such as that referred to.  There is no
epidemic in Homewood, or anywhere else in
this city. Ot that yon can reat assured.”

AFRAID OF BLAINE.

Harrison's Cabinet Very Shy of the
Maine Man as a Candidate.

THEY DON'T LIKE HIS POPULARITY

Secretary Noble's Public Views Fobt What
Be Thinks in Private.

MORE WESTERN GROUND TO BE OPENED

Sceretary Noble spent an hour at the
Union depot Iast evening waiting for a
train to Washington, He had been to Mis-
souri looking after President Harrison's in-
terests in that State, He admitted there
was a strong Blaine feeling there, but he
added that many ol the people are for the
President. As long as the Secretary is al-
lowed to praise Mr. Harrison he is very
complacent, but when reminded of the anti-
Harrison movement he becomes irritable at
once and refuses to talk. He declined, also,
to speak about the Sherman boom in Ohio.

Jobn Connelly, of the Columbys News,
had a lengthy ehat with Mr. Noble on the
train, *“It wonldn’t be fair,” he said, “to
give the Seeretary away, for I have known
him personally for some time, and he was
very frank with me. We discussed the
Presidental question freely, and to sum up
our conversation ina few words, the Cabinet
is very much afraid of Blaine. His great
popularity with the people worries them,
and it is believed he will be forced to
accept the nomination.

Sherman Talks of Insincerity,

“I am a Democrat, and I have taken pains
to investigate the Sherman movement.
Yesterday I saw a letter written by the
Senator to a Columbus mau, in which he
said positively lie would not be & Presiden-
tal cundidnte. He concluded by saying that
the tulk in his tavor was notsincere, but
wns for the purpose of centering the opposi-
tion aminst President Harrison. He will
not be a party to the denl under any oireum-
stanees,.” .

In the interview on politics Mr. Noble said:
“President Harrison will undoubredly be re-
nominated and 1 confesas 1 don't
know anything nbont the movement nzainst
him, but'it will not ambunt to anything. I
never talked with the President about a re-
nomination, He never anys a word about it
It iz not true that he is pulling strings ns
many people charge. I uf:)a it that his re-
nomination s the only logieal conclusion to
draw from the situation. He has Leen an
able and econsciantious President. e has
served the people Mithfully, and deserves
another indorsement.

“As for Mr. Blaine, he ia a very brilllant
statesman.  He, too, hins done his work well,
and is very popuinr with the people. There
i n strong elamor for his nominntion, but
there is a limit to human endurance. The
Secretary teels that his health will not per-
mit him to endure another eampilan, and 1
am convinced his declination is final.”

Harrlson's Fesling for Morton,

“Isit true that Harrlson is opposed to
Vico President Morton?” was asked.

“1 don't believe & word of it Mr. Noble
answered hotly. *“Harrison and Morton
havealways been in accord. A great many
thirgs are written these days that are not
trune. I sain before that Mr, Harri<on is not
soliciting aild from anvbody. I don't know
anvthine ahout the politics of Pennsylvania
or New York. 1am not following the move-
menis of Senator Quay or Mr. Plntt.™

Turning from poiitics to the land and In-
dian questions, Mr. Noble forgot his irrita-
tion, nnd once more wasvery agreenble, Jle
is strongly in fnvor of opening up lands in
the West tn the people. e says since 1589
abont 100,000 people have sottled in Okia-
homa, In one dayv 32 cities were started, and
he thinks the growth has beon marvelons,
Last year the firmers in the new country
sent ot (radn load of gzrain to Chicago as their
surplus stock. “If we had tfound anm nn-
known island in the sea with a population

o1 100,000 ple, we would think it A great
discovery,” he continued. *but Theore

American Gallantry Never Forgotten,

“Why, in the last Oklahoma openidy men
stepped aside for women, ang, if one section
wns taken, the land hunter moved on to an-
other location mther than guarrel with his
follow. As for the Indians, they have been
provided for. We have 250,000 in the United
States, but only 30.000 receive rations fromn
the Government. The Lalance are self-sup-
porting. 1 know itis commonly said that
the reds shonld earn thelr own living,
but we can't say to them, ‘root hog or
die.” That would Le cruel. The
Indians are savages, but they are improving
vapidly, and the time s coming when they
will e able to take care of themselves.
They nre the natives of the soll and we
ouzlit to look after tpem, If they were in-
terlopers, then we might turn them loose to
rustle for thems=elves, You know it wonld
be easy to kill them off, but that is not
hmane.

“The work of elneation Is roing on very
satisinetorily among the Indians, We can’t
Bring them all into the schools ut onee, amd
wien only u few are educated, they stand
aloof from thelr fellows, and the tribesare
not benefited.  Ttis only when educntion is
generaily diffused that the masses are {m-
proved. The whites are abour the only peo-
ple who have been able to develop them-
selves, It remunins ftor ua to push this hne
manitarian work among thess benlehted
{:n]ﬂe. All treaties with the lndigus must
olbserved,”

It becomes very much
worth widle for overy person to ask himself
hiow far public opinfon guides him tor gnod,
and how fur he influences public opinion.
For public opinion s not some vast and on-
approachable monster, not an immovable
fate holding us in {ts iron grasp. 1t is made
up of the thoughts of just snch people ns we
are, nand {s the result of the lives thut we and
onr nelghbors are living every day.

v s » Pake mankind &8s a whole
ann it responds to good rather than to evil.
Publie opinion loves truth rather than
ervor. 1t will repay anyone, therefore, to
trv to influence public oplnlon for gooil.
More than this it becomes the duty of every
clrizen to try to elevate this public opinion
wiileh 15 so potent in our nutional lite. For
public opinton must always ve something
of a compromise, and a compromise is
always somewhat short of the truth and the
absolute rizht. If alarge number of men
are to be held in concord of opinion, it Is
managed by ench one’s ziving up some por-
tion of hisx thoughe, {ialding o lMitle to nthiers
tor the sake of finding n common ground,
This is the way in which political platforms,
State counstitutions and church creeds are
made, and It follows that in every such
pintform and ereed, in every compromise
thers is always room for improvement,
Upon every »xia‘l.mr compromise of opinion
to-morrow may #row a flood of new troth.
We have to remember always then that the
mn jority of to-day may be in error, and the
one strong mind in the right in lils opinion,
and thet ono acting wissly may "ere long
bring the many up to his higher truth.”

The time is not set, but it will be as soon
as enough business collects.

Secretary Hayes and John Devlin go to
Tidioute, Meadville and Warren to look
after some little loeal grievances They
will wind up in Washington to secure the
aid of the Exeentive Committee of the
Farmers' Alliance in several imporiant
matters,

Yesterday was & very busy day with the
board, and it did not finish its work until
late in the evening. A committee from the
mixers sand teasers’ department of Thmsen
& Ca.'s glnss works, on the Southside, came

before the board.
Want None But Union Men,

It wanted the agreement entered into by
the Knights and the firm enforced. It was
that none but union men should be employed
in the works  The company is keeping up
to the agreement with the exception that it
employes two non-union men. The board
would not tell what declision 1t had arrived
af. Iltdisposed of it in some way. This wns
the only Pittsburg matter considered. A
number of committees from other trades
called during the day, but their missions
were social,

STILL HONT IN EINA.

Move to Unseat Burgess Martin as
President of Councils.

PAPERS ABOUT READY FOR COURT

A Decision to Fe Asked for Seme Time
1aring This Week.

POLITICS MIXLD UP IN THE MATTER

A still hunt is being made for Burgess
Martin’s seat In the Etna Councils. Be-
fore this week is out papers will be pre-
sented to the courts asking for his removal.
So quiet are the actions by his opposers
that even the pevple of his own town, with
very few exceptions, know nothing sbont it

Sometime ago Judge Stowe handed down
& decisios in the case of the chief magis-
trate of Duquesne borough. The Judge
held that 1 horough Purgess was not eo-
titled to a sat in Councils where six Coun-
cilmen had been elected. Since that time
numerous little municipalities have been
considering the advisability of getting rid
of this superflious office-holder. None of
them, however, have taken any steps in the
matter but Etna.

About ten days ago the Etna Council met
and then sn effort was made to oust Bar-
gess Martin. But, as one of his friends
said yesterday, “The Counecilmen who had
the matter in charge lost their heads at a
critical moment and we came out in the
lead.”

TWon't Walt on the Supreme Court.

The Borongh Solicitor at that meeting
advised the Burgess to hold office until the
Supreme Court gave a decision in the
matter. This was supposed to have ended
the case. There are some people in Etna
who think waiting for a Supreme Court
desision Isa slow procesding. In this ease
they eonld not get an answer before next
Jannury, and that {8 a zood while, espe-
cially when there Is some polities mixed up
in the mntter. One or twaof these Etnn
people are Counecllmen nnd the others citi-
zens. For a week or more they huve hoen
quietly working on the removal of Burgess
Martin, One attorney has been procured
and negotiations are being made for the
services of another. Already some of the

pers have been prepared and the balance
are well under way. Acecording to Iniorma-
tion received yesterduy these documents
will he presented to ths court sowe
time this week, possibly by Wednesdary,

There is some talk ns to what Judge this
ense will be bromzht before. A gentleman
who ean spenk nuthoritntively vesterday
said Judge Stowe was desired, ns he thought
the question would be quickly disposed of ir
that jurist had the making of the decision.
Othar iriends of the movement say it will be
fmmaterial what Judge hears the ense,
Judge Stowa has already made a declsion,
and they thought it was aitogether probable
any other Allexheny county Judge would
be of the same mind.

The Bargess Is In No Harry.

Another guestinn arises which the ousters
of Burgess Martin are not altogether fa-
miliar with. Even if the Allegheny Courts
shall decree that Mr. Martin must vacute
his office, the gquestion confronts them, will
he do it before the Supreme Court has had a
chanee to give its opinlon? They say,
thonsh, they will be ready to co with
this difficnlty when it comes. It will surely
come, for Burzess Martin has pabliely de-
elnred he will not give np his oftlce until the
State tribanal so decides,

If stories ba true the decision of Judee
Btowe made u much longed for loop-hole
through whien the opposers of she Chalfant
section of Etna Republleans conld fire their
guns, There exists {n Einn two politieal
factions, Charies Chalfant, of Spang, Chal-
fant & Co., i« the acknowled leader of
ane, while the other is made up of a Iarge
number of citizens of Etna who are un-
iriendly to him.
